There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Visitor  paid  162  visits  of  enquiry  to  the  homes  of  notified . 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  arranged  for  examination  of  contacts  by  the  Chest  Physic.i.anj 
and  reported  on  home  conditions.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  Melton  Mowbray 
and  Stamford  Hospitals  for  case  consultations  with  the  Chest  Physicians  on  matters 
affecting  the  patients'  families.  Cases  considered  to  be  inadequately  housed  are 
referred  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  with  a  recommendation 
for  re-housing  where  possible.

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


(N.H.S.  Act  Section  28 ) 


The  County  Council  amended  its  .  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946  by  the  addition  of  the  following  paragraph  to  Part  I 
Section  C  :- 

"The  local  health  authority  will  also  make  arrangements  for  the  establishment 
of  a  chiropody  service,  which  will  be  carried  out  on  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  service  to 
be  provided :- 

(1)  Initially  the  service  will  be  provided  for  the  elderly,  handicapped  persons 
and  expectant  mothers  but  other  classes  will  be  included  at  a  later  stage  if 
considered  necessary, 

(2)  The  treatment  will  be  made  available  at  the  Old  Peoples  Clubs  at  Oakham, 
Uppingham,  Ketton  and  Langham  and  people  from  any  part  of  the  County  may  also 
attend  any  one  of  these  Centres  by  appointment, 

(3)  The  Old  Peoples  Clubs  are  held  at  Public  Halls  at  which  a  room  for  treatment 
would  be  readily  available, 

(4)  In  the  first  instance  this  Authority  will  provide  a  three  hour  session  weekly 
at  the  centres  mentioned  in  paragraph  (2)  above.  In  other  words  a  part-time 
chiropodist  will  be  available  at  each  centre  once  a  month  but  if  the  demand  increases 
a  more  comprehensive  scheme  (including  domiciliary  visits)  would  be  put  into  operation 
with  the  employment  of  such  part-time  or  whole-time  chiropodists  as  may  be  necessary, 

(5)  Provision  may  also  bo  made  for  the  use  of  chiropodists*  own  surgeries  or 
other  premises”. 


From  the  beginning  of  April,  I960,  regular  sessions  have  been  held  by 
Mr,  A.M.  Doyles,  M.Ch.S.,  (registered  as  a  medical  auxiliary)  on  Thursday  afternoons 
at  premises  where  there  are  meetings  of  old  people  (Jack  and  Jill  and  Darby  and 
Joan  Clubs),  So  far  the  scheme  has  worked  smoothly  and  the  undermentioned  ladies 
have  kindly  helped  in  keeping  the  Registers  and  collecting  fees  from  patients.

On  31st  December,  I960,  there  were  20  Home  Helps  employed 

6  part-time  on  a  guaranteed  week  of  15  hours. 

20  casual  workers  for  cases  in  outlying  districts. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  increase  during  the  year. 

The  work  was  mainly  concerned  with  geriatric  cases,  most  of  whom  received  help 
free  of  charge.  All  requests  for  help  in  maternity  and  medical  cases  were  met, 

A  big  help  in  running  the  service  was  the  purchase  of  two  auto-cycles. 

The  home  helps  who  use  these  cycles  are  able  to  cover  a  bigger  area,  which  means 
that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  recruit  casual  help  in  a  village  to  cover  one 
case.  The  auto-cycles  are  also  most  economical  to  run  and  cut  out  the  travelling 
expenses. 

Since  all  applications  must  have  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor,  district 
muse,  health  visitor,  or  someone  in  a  similar  capacity,  there  is  no  abuse  of 
the  service  and  all  cases  are  most  deserving. 

The  possibility  of  providing  a  home  help  is  always  considered  when  an 
application  is  received  for  the  investigation  of  patients  for  chronic  sick  hospitals 
and  welfare  homes.  This  policy  helps  to  reduce  pressure  on  the  demand  for  hospital 
beds  and  the  elderly  people  to  retain  their  independence  by  remaining  at  home. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS 


Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  continued  to  run  smoothly  with  the  able 
assistance  of  the  W.V.S.  Arrangements  continued  for  beneficiaries  on  the  County 
periphery  to  obtain  supplies  from  more  accessible  centres  situated  outside  Rutland. 

There  are  24  distribution  centres  in  the  County  (including  the  main  depot 
at  Oakham  and  the  Ketton  Infant  Welfare  Centre),

SECTION  51 


Lunacy  Act.  1890 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  cases  dealt  with  up  to  the  1st  November,  when 
the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  became  effective. 

Section  20  (Temporary  Order) 

Six  males  and  two  females  were  admitted  to  hospitals  under  this  section. 

Section  16  (Summary  Reception  Order) 

There  were  no  admissions  under  this  Section  during  the  period. 

10  patients  who  were  admitted  to  Carlton  Hayes  Hospital  on  Magistrates  Summary 
Reception  Orders  and  have  been  in  hospital  for  periods  ranging  from  4  to  50  years, 
have  been  discharged  and  re-admitted  as  Informal  patients. 

.  Mental  Health  Act.  1959 

It  was  decided  to  appoint  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  Mr.  0.  J.  Phillips,  in 
addition  to  Mr.  E.B.  Pearson,  (hitherto  known  as  Duly  Authorised  Officer),  as  Mental 
Welfare  Officers. 

The  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  November,  I960. 

Compulsory  Admission  to  Hospital 

The  Act  makes  provision  for  applying  compulsion  only  in  the  case  of  patients  who 
cannot  be  persuaded  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily  but  for  whom  such  care  is  essential. 
"Certification”  and  the  necessity  for  a  magistrate’s  order  as  a  preliminary  to  hospital 
admission,  play  no  part  in  the  new  procedure.  Their  place  has  been  taken  by 
’’applications”  from  the  nearest  relative  or  a  mental  welfare  officer  supported  by 
’’recommendations”  from  two  medical  practitioners. 

Making  of  Applications 

(a)  For  Observation  (Section  25) 

Application  may  be  made  by  the  nearest  relative  or  by  a  mental  welfare  officer. 

(b)  For  Treatment  (Section  26) 

Application  may  be  made  by  the  nearest  relative  or  by  a  mental  welfare  officer. . 

The  latter  may  not  apply  if  the  nearest  relative  has  notified  an  objection  and  must  in 
any  event  consult  the  person  appearing  to  be  the  nearest  relative  before  applying,  unless 
it  appears  to  him  that  such  consultation  is  not  reasonably  practicable  or  would  involve 
unreasonable  delay. 

( c )  For  Observation  in  Emergency  (Section  29) 

Application  may  be  made  by  any  relative  or  by  a  mental  welfare  officer. 

Medical  Recommendations 

Every  application  must  be  accompanied  by  "recommendations”  from  two  medical 
practitioners.  One  of  these  must  be  approved  by  the  local  health  autnority  as  having 
specialist  knowledge  of  the  type  of  mental  disorder  from  which  the  patient  is  suffering; 
the  Ministry  hopes  that  this  practitioner  will  normally  be  the  medical  officer  who  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  patient  in  hospital  or  by  whom  he  has  been  seen  as  an  out-patient. 
The  other  doctor  would,  if  possible,  be  the  patient’s  general  practitioner, 

Mr,  E.B.  Pearson  made  two  emergency  applications  for  admission  to  hospital  for 
observation  (Section  29)  during  November  and  December;  and  paid  follow-up  visits  to 
patients  discharged  from  hospitals.

One  was  a  sample  of  milk  35 f  deficient  in  fat.  It  was  in  a  carton 
filled  at  the  shop  from  a  churn. 

A  possible  explanation  was  that  the  cartons  filled  from  the  upper  part 
of  the  churn  had  had  most  of  the  fat  in  the  milk. 

A  formal  sample  taken  a  fortnight  later  was  satisfactory. 

The  other  sample  consisted  mainly  of  pulped  apricots  incorrectly  described 
as  "Apricot  Halves  in  Syrup",
